ARWIN  Tulips  flower  in  late  May. 
They  are  the  most  popular  for 
late  beds  with  their  large,  lovely 
blooms  on  tall  stems,  and  their 
striking  vivid  colors.  They  are 
the  easiest  grown  Tulips  for  the 
beginner’s  garden.  They  do  well 
with  little  care.  For  best  color 
effects,  plant  in  clumps  or  beds, 
or  in  the  foreground  of 
shrubs. 

CULTURE.  Plant  bulbs  4 
to  5  inches  deep  and  4  to  5 
inches  apart,  during  October 
and  November  and  until  the 
ground  freezes  up.  Bone  meal  is 
the  best  fertilizer  for  Tulips.

Hyacinths  v/ill  grow  in 
any  good  soil,  but  they 
prefer  a  rich  light  soil. 
The  method  of  growing 
is  as  simple  as  that  of 
tulips;  but  when  planted 
in  pots  the  top  of  the 
bulb  should  be  level  with 
the  surface  of  the  soil, 
and  plenty  of  water 
should  be  given  when  in 
the  house  or  conserva¬ 
tory.
